Within the last few days there. has 
been launched from a Montreal ship- 
yard, -a million-dollar iee-breaker, 
which is aceording to reports, the last 
word in this highly specialized class 
of marine coustruction. 

Only a few years ago when a vessel 
of this class was required, it was 
necessary for the Canadian govern- 
ment to seek it abroad. The launch- 
ing of the other day is sufficient proof 
that that’ day Was gone-by—and—that 
Canadian. shipyards are now capable 
of turning out a class of vessel which

requires special skill on the part of 
both marine engineers and construc- 
tors. 


Encouraging as the launching of the 
“J. D. Hazen” is,rit should not be 
accepted merely as an isolated in- 
stance of progress in Canadian ship- 
ping.

Farmers Shou'd Wage a Ceaseless War 
: . Against the Pest 


“Many of the weeds are getting 
ahead of the farmers and; unless. me- 
thods of control are put into ‘practice 
at once, the weeds will gain.the upper 
hand.” This is how F. C. Nunnick, 
of the Commission of Conservation, 
sizes up the weed situation in Canada. 
In regard to wild oats, he reports that 
in 1910 one hundred farms were visited 
in each of the Prairie Provinces, and 
on one hundred per cent. of the Man- 
itoba_farms_—wiid oats were found. [n 
Saskatchewan, seventy-oné per cent., 
and in Alberta three. per cent reported 
wild oats. Jn 19]L«on‘'the same farms 
in Alberta, thiyefrone per cent, report- 
ed wild oats? while in 1912 aa still 
larger number reported this weed, 
showing. that it was travelling west- 
ward. with a vengeance. In the dis- 
tricts visited in 1913, wild oats were 
reported_by cighty-three per cent. of 
the farmers, 

Ball mustard, Canada thistle, stink- 
weed and wild oats were reported in 
the Prairie Provinces on. at least 
fifty-three per cent. of the farms yis- 
ited, and some of these weeds were 


reported on scventy-nine per cent. of | 


the farms. In Eastern Canada couch 
grass and ox-eye daisy were reported 
on seventy-three per cent. of the farms 
and sow thistle on thirty-four per cent. 
(his is bad enough, but in every case 
ill these weeds were rapidly spreading, 
ind will continue to do so unless some- 
thing more is done to check their ad- 
vance, 

Government legislation without the 
co-operation of the farmer will never 
eradicate the weed pest. Farmers and 
those of a locality must co-operate 
and wage ceaseless war against it if 
any permanent success is to be attain- 
ed, It is in the farmer’s own interest 
to destroy the weeds, which are grow- 
ing where his crops should be-growing, 
and for this reason alone action on 
the part of the Government should 
not be necessary.

Winnipeg Soldier, Just Back From 
Germany, Describes Fright- 
ful Conditions _ a 


A graphic tale of the cruelties in- 
flicted on British and Canadian pris- 
oners of war is told by Pte. Robert 
D. Lang of Winnipeg, who for ten 
months was a prisoner in a German 
internment cantp. Captured at Ypres 
after lying on the field of battle with 
half his foot shot away, he was starv- 
ed for three days, and for three days 
more lay starving in a dirty cattle car 
on hia way to Germany. Even on ar- 
rival in the camp proper attention 
was not given him, and he was rough- 
ly, almost brutally doctored. When 
he had sufficiently, recovered he was 
put to work in quarries and salt mines, 
with nothing but two cups of: baked 
acorns mixed with the water, called 
coffee, a slice of black bread and somé 
watery soup for his rations. 

‘We were nearly starved to death,” 
he said. “As long as we were there we 
received nothing but the black bread 
and the watery mixture called soup 
Many insults, which we were power- 
were thrown at us, 
and the guards kicked us when they 
took a notion, just for fun. Out of 
forty parcels which I know to have 


|been sent to me I received only 
twelve.”

Germany has complained bitterly of 
the attempt of England ‘to starve out 
her civil population in order to bring 
the war to a close. This suggests a 
very pertinent question. Suppose that 
Germany, instead of Great Britain, 
had had command. of-the sea at the 
very beginning of the war. It has 
been stated many times that the honn. 
supply of Great Britain would not last 
over six weeks if her imports of fouod- 
stuffs were stopped. Is there anybody 
s0 silly as to believe that Germany, 
in case she had had>command ‘of the 
sea, would not have cut off Great 
Britain’s supply of food instantly and 
entirely and brought her to her knees 
by starvation within two months after 
the institution of such a blockade? 

It must be remembered, also, as to 
Germany's complaint (that the allies 
are trying to starve the civilian non- 
combatant population), that every 
bushel of American wheat going to 
Germany releases-a—bushel- of German 
wheat to feed the army. Any importa- 
tion of foodstuffs into Germany for the 
civil population is therefore an indi- 
rect-way of supporting the German 
army.—From the New York Outlook.

AN ADJOURNMENT IS MADE UNTIL JUNE THE 20th 


John Dillon, Irish Nationalist, Does Not Take a Very Hopeful 
View of the Efforts Being Made by Lloyd George to 
Reconcile the Various Irish Factions 


‘All Paris Honors 


London.—Premier Asquith in the 
House of Commons moved an adjourn- 
ment of parliament until June 20, 
which gave the members an oppor- 
tunity to discuss any subjects they 
desired to take up.-John Dillon, Lrish 
Nationalist, said there were matters 
connected with the rebellion in Ire- 
land, such as the continuance of mar- 
tial law and the arrest of peaceful 
citizens, of which he 
speak. However, he recognized it was 
impossible for any one to enter upon 


thesé topics without engendering an | 


amount ot heat, which might be ex- 
tremeiy injurious to the intgrésts of 
Ireland. 

Mr, Dillon did not take a hopeful 
view of the efforts now being niade by 
Dayid Lioyd George, minister of 
munitions, to reconcile ’/the various 
Irish factions. He said, however, that 
no Trishman swith the slightest sense 
of responsibility or regard for 
future would say anything which 
would increase the difficulties of Mr. 
George in the task he had so patrioti- 
cally undertaken, 

Mr Dillon asked Premier Asquith 
to sinte frankly on which principle 
prisoners were going to be dealt with. 
At the present time, he said, thare 
appeaea to be no guiding princip. 
Spies of a very objectionable charne- 
ter were being employed-in Dub.in, 
and the treatment of prisoners was 
“barbarous and worse than the treat- 
ment accorded German prisoners of 
War.’’ He appealed for magnanimity 
and decent treatment. 

Premier Asquith reiterated that so 
far as it is consistent with: the vindi- 
cation of the law and the prevention 
ot a recurrence of the outbreak the 
government will treat the insurgents 
with lenieney-and clemency. 

He said that there was no reason to 
depart from the guiding principles of 
the government's policy. The prison- 
ers were being released as rapidly as 
possible he added. Only those con- 
necte directly or indirectly with the 
uprising and those whose return te 
Ireland might prove a source of dan- 
ger were being held. Eight hundred 
already had been released.

London.—Lieut. Sir’ Ernest Shackle- 
ton, the Antarctic explorer, has arrived 
safely at Port Stanley, Falkland Is- 
lands. 

The news that Lieut. Shackleton was 
safe reached London in a message 
from the explorer himself, and an- 
nounced his arrival at Port Stanley. 

The message said his ship, the En- 
durance, had been ‘‘crushed”’ 
Weddel Sea ice floe last October, but 
that it drifted until mid-winter, when 
he and his party landed on Elephant 
Island; in the south Shetland group. 

The explorer left in a small boat 
with five men a week later to summon 
help, leaving twenty-two men behind. 
All of them are well, but in a situa- 


tion which demanded the quickest 
torsible relief. ;

Proposals. to provide 
for six battle-cruisers instead of five, 
and to add two dreadnoughts and two 
scout cruisers to the programme, were 
defeated after a lively fight. 


Wilson’s Tribute to Hill 

Washington.—In response to a re- 
quest, President Wilson today sent 
this teegram to a St. Paul editor: 
“Along with the great majority of my 
fellow-countrymen, I recognize in the 
death of James J. Hill, the loss of a 
man who has been extraordinarily 
useful in the economic development 
of the country... He belonged to a 
generation of builders to whom the 
country owes a real debt of gratitude, 
and in that generation stood among 
the most foremost figures.”’ 


Mexico Tells U. S. to Stay Home 

Mexico City.—Claiming that the 
words and protest of-the United States 
have been entirely in contradiction of 
their acts, and that in spite of pro- 
tests not to intervene in the affairs 
of Mexico, soldiers of the United 
States are in Mexico without the con- 
sent of the Mexican government and 
in violation of Mexico's soveréignty, 
the Mexican government now asks for 
the immediate withdrawal of those 
troops. The protest is made in a 
12,000 word note. 


Bulgaria Concentrating 

London.—Great activity on the part 
of the Bulgarians following their oc- 
cupation of several Greek forts near 
Demir-Hissar, is reported in a Reuter 
despatch from. Saloniki. It is said 
official information has been received 
there that important Bulgarian forces 
are being concentrated at Nevrokop 
in Bulgaria near the Greek border as 
well as at Xanthia. 


Germans Have Captured. 195 Ships 
London.—One hundred and ninety- 
five neutral ships loaded with goods 
from Scandinavian countries for the 
United Kingdom have been captured 
by the Germans and taken into Ger- 
man ports since October, 1914, Thom- 
as J. MacNamara, financial seerétary 
of the admiralty, told a questioner 
ip the house of commons.
